Tlie Contrast. 

Item: "Government Hnuso, Vic- 
toria; for repairs,&c., $5,500." Scarcely 
had tlio "yeas" by "which this item was 
passed been recorded by the Clerk of 
the Legislative Assembly, when the 
noise of busy workmen was heard from 
the mouldering turrets of ' Gary Castle , ' 
— putting to flight the "wood-peckers 
and rats" of tho Chief Commissioner's 
report. It was not long — not many 
weeks, before tho public prints an- 
nounced tho castle in readiness to re- 
ceive its rice-regal occupant. Query: 
How much has tho actual expenditure 
fallen short of the Legislative appro- 
priation ? Next session will answer. 
Item; "Appropriation to provide tem- 
porary accommodation for Lunatics, 
$5,000." Six months elapsed before 
a blow was struck I The poor lunatics 
only got into- their castle on Saturday 
last! And bucIx a castle! ft has been 
sufficiently described in tho local press. 
Query: How much of the legislative 
appropriation for this object remains 
unexpended ? Next session will answer. 
But comparisons are said to be odious; 
and it is surely botli odious and im- 
pertinent to institute a comparison be- 
tween the comfort of seve tlnmuicsand 
tho luxury o." a Lieutej mfc-C ove no \ 
At the risk of being considered imper- 
tinent, we will venture to push the com- 
parison a little further, and enquire 
into the relative conditioiisof comfort 
or discomfort in which the Legislative 
vote found the two parties; for that is 
a consideration which must have an in- 
timate bearing upon the merits ofhiu.io 
or the criminality of delay. The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor was found occupying 
a palatial residence in one of tho most 
paradisiacal. spots to be found around 
Victoria. The seven lunatics, two of 
them delicate, shrinking females, were 
still inmates of Victoria Gool.r a place 
ill calculated to accommodate thirty per- 
sons; yetinto ■which eighty-four whites, 
Indians, Chinese, murderers, thieves, 
and diseased persons were indiscrimi- 
nately crammed! Were the Executive 
ignorant of all this ? No. They fre- 
quently stretched their legs under the 
Governor's "mahogany," and enjoyed 
the good cheer of his luxurious esta- 
blishment. But, how about the poor 
lunatics ? Was their terrible plight 
unknown to the Ministers ? Certainly 
not. It was the subject of debatein the 
House; and a resolution was unani- 
mously adopted asking for a Commis- 
sion of Enquiry. The Commission was 
appointed, with the Premier at its head. 
After many weeks of delay, he was in- 
duced to convene the Commission and 
visit the goal. And what did ho see 
there? He saw unfortunate lunatics 
confined in dank and filthy cells, the 
stench issuing from which turned him 
sick. One hour of it proved too much 
for the Premier's stomach. And yet 
these poor creatures were doomed to 
live there year in and year out. One 
of them had passed twelve years in one 
of thesecells. Did the Premier hasten to 
snatch his unfortunate brothers and 
sisters from this living death ? No, 
He turned away from that terrible 
spectacle only to forget all about it in 
the bustle of preparing "Cary Castle" 
for the reception of the Lieutenant- 
Governor! There the lunatics were 
permitted to remain until last Saturday ! 
What a sad commentary is all this oft 
our so-called People's Government. 
"The people, indeed! Who are Un- 
people ?"

Tho public are already awn.ro that the 
Governor-General lias declined to inter- 
fere with the fell sentence of tlio law in 
tho case of the unfortunate man George 
Uoll, and that it only remains forthe Pro- 
vincial authorities to fix the time anci 
place for carrying that dread icntonco in- 
to,effeot. It would seem a hiusli thing 
to say that this is as it should be. The 
impulse which would prompt one to ask 
that poor Bell's life may bo spared is both 
natural and loveahlo. Hut capital punish- 
ment—indeed, all punishmont —proceeds 
upon the principle of being cruel to the 
few in order to lie kind to the many; and, 
in a'oflse like£ the present one must ash, 
"Would mercy to Bell not bo cruelty to 
the many?" But, would commutation of 
tho sentence to imprisonment for life bo 
mercy to Boll ? Since big doom ia sealed, 
we feel free to 'Male that ho himself would 
not so regard it. He distinctly mrys that, 
were the choice placed before him, ho 
would unhesitatingly ehoosn immediate 
death. Nor is this surprising. Tho nn- 
fortunnte man is prepared to die; and 
death has now far less terror for him than 
n "con net's" life. Upon this point, as, 
indeed, upon all others, he speaks ration- 
ally, andhe desires no reprieve, fn tenth, 
in expiating 1 ii n crime upon tbo scaffold, 
Boll faros immeasurably better than tho 
wretched victim of his mad crime. Dnt- 
son's last words, spoken to his murderer 
were, "T am dying, and I am going to 
Hell !" These terrible words pierced the 
heart of the murderer and Btayodhis hand. 
But it was too late; the fatal work we.s 
done. Bell has had time for repentance 
and ho has found it ; and he will doubt- 
less be enabled to say, while standing up- 
on the threshold of tho unseen world as 
ho very shortly will he, " I am dying, and 
lam gopig to Heaven. r Under all the cir- 
cumstances, tho caso is a most distressing 
ono; audit is not surprising that then 
are amongst those who think itch's life 
should be spared, many conscientious, 
thoughtful persons, whose opinions ono 
can both respect and admire. But, now 
that this point bus been finally and irre- 
vocably settled, it must be the earnest 

wish and prayer of all good people t hat 

poor Bell's doom may bo a warning and a 
blessing tothomnny. Thetimo of tho oxe-eu-

tion has not, so far as we arc aware, been 
named. As for the place, it will, without 
doubt, be Nnnaimo; as, in' such matters, 
tlio principle is generally roeogfnizod that 
the community that witnessed the crime 
shall also bo witness to its punishment. 
Indeed Bell's presence at Victoria is pure- 
ly accidental — is solely owing to tho fact 
that there was not at iNaiiaimo a gaol of* 
ferine sntlicient security and comfort to 
justify , the authorities in retaining hiui 
there.
